If we are to have a voice in party 
affairs, and every convention grac­ 
iously avows its intention to give 
us ‘equal rights’, we should be per­ 
mitted to voice our sentiments re­ 
garding party candidates." 
Mrs. Cafky declared she intended 
organizing Clean Democratic Clubs, 
“which would support the jiational 
ticket and the state ticket with ex­ 
ception of Walton. She has sent 
over the state a proclamation at­ 
tacking Walton, m e last paragraph 
of which reads: 
"In the language of that illus- 
trous American, Theodore Roosevelt, 
‘Let us stand at Armageddon and 
battle for the Lord’; for democracy, 
for civic righteousness, clean poli­ 
tics and honest government.” 
Mrs. Cafky said sne would de­ 
termine "later” whom she will sup­ 
port. She denied that the Ku Klux 
Klan was behind her opposition to 
Walton. 
"I am not a member of the wo­ 
mens’ organization of the klan; my 
husband is not a member of the 
klan and we are not in sympathy 
with the order,” she said.
